AUSTRALIAN HISTORICAL MEDALS 


The Unique Provenanced Piece of Timber 


from Captain Cook's Ship 'Endeavour'

Captain James Cook's H.M. Bark Endeavour, a piece of timber (22cm long x 2cm wide) being part of the keel retrieved from 
the wreck of the ship at Newport, Rhode Island, USA., in a gilt timber framed display case with label attached, written in 
18th century hand (probably that of Sir Joseph Bank's sister, Sarah) that reads, 'This is part of the keel of the Ship Endeavour 
which, under the command of James Cook, Esq, circumnavigated the Globe in 1768-1770, Broken up at Newport, Rhode- 
Island, U.S.A. 1796.' There are only two pieces of this historic ship in private hands, this one and the other is in a Sydney 


Collection, excessively rare and of the highest importance to Australian history.

Alan Villiers, the authority on Cook, describes in his book - Captain James Cook, the fate of the Endeavour: 'The Endeavour alone (of Cook's ships) still has 
some existence. She was wrecked or damaged by stranding and afterwards allowed to fall to pieces at Newport, Rhode Island . She was a French whale ship 
(known as) La Liberte - really Franco-American, for apparently the French provided the flag and a work subsidy, and the New Englanders the whaling skill 
- when she arrived there some time in 1795 . Part of her original sternpost is preserved in the Museum of the Newport Historical Society, who provided a 
piece in 1966 to be built into the proposed Endeavour replica memorial (at the National Maritime Museum, Greenwich)’. 


Another piece was given by the Newport Museum to the Cook Memorial Museum. It is also interesting to note that a splinter from the sternpost was supplied 
to NASA and it was transported to the moon on the Apollo 15 mission and the lunar landing model for this mission was named 'Endeavour'. Also a small 
piece of timber stern post from Cook's Endeavour, on loan to NASA from the Graduate School of Oceanography at the University of Rhode Island travelled 
with the Space Shuttle Endeavour on its maiden voyage in 1992, symbolic of Cook's command on HMS Endeavour's maiden voyage. 


The piece of the 'Endeavour' offered in this lot is of great interest and historical importance in that it has an impeccable provenance. It was donated to the 
Bristol Baptist College at Clifton by Dr. Elton, a contemporary of Joseph Banks, and also a patron and collector of the natural sciences. The College was 
founded in the early 18th century as a missionary and theological institution, and throughout the 18th and 19th centuries built up an outstanding library 
and museum. One benefactor of the 1750s, Thomas Gifford, gave a collection of books including a Caxton, Chaucer and a Tyndal Bible, as well as medieval 
incunabulae. The Museum housed Pacific and South Sea artefacts, many of which were sent by former staff and students. After the Second World War, the 
College sold its treasures and it was then that this relic of the 'Endeavour' left the place it had been in for 150 years. It eventually found its way to Sydney, 
Australia in 1982 when a book dealer purchased a large collection of old books on Australia and the South Seas from an English collector. Then in 1986 it 
was put up for auction with Spink Auctions (Australia).

An investigation into the fate of the ship in which Captain Cook sailed 
the South Seas in 1768-1770, landing in Australia in 1770, showed that 
on Captain Cook's return to England the British Admiralty declared the 
Endeavour to be unseaworthy. It was restored as a store ship and sent to 
the Falkland Islands where Britain was maintaining a precarious hold on 
the outpost. However, the garrison there did fall to Spain in 1774 and the 
navy then sold the Endeavour to a private operator and it was used as a coal 
runner for the next 15 years. 


The ship was then sold to France and refitted as a whaler in Dunkirk. The 
revolutionary racked French Government, competing against Britain and 
Holland for control of the high seas, offered bounties to American whalers 
who had set up a small colony in Dunkirk. During one of these whaling 
expeditions in 1793 the Endeavour, now sailing under the French flag as 
La Liberte, was chased by British gunships towards the American coast and 
eventually came to grief in the waters of Rhode Island. Eventually the ship 
was broken up, some parts used in other vessels and the remains of the hull 
left in the mud until a gale in 1815 destroyed sections of the old hull. 


Another theory that evolved in 2016 was that US archaeologists claimed that 
they had discovered the wreck of the 'Endeavour' off the coast of Rhode 
Island where they believed it was scuttled during the American Revolutionary 
War. They believe the 'Endeavour' was renamed Lord Sandwich and used 
as a troop carrier and prison ship during America's revolutionary war 
and eventually was one of 13 ships scuttled in Newport harbour in 1778 
as part of a blockade to prevent a French attack by sea. This find is not 
conclusive because over a period of over 200 years the sea water has taken 
a toll on the timbers and metals, although in September 2018 a team of 
marine archaeologists claimed that they had identified what they believe 
to be the wreck. 


Nonetheless, whatever the fate of the 'Endeavour', any fragment of timber 
from its hull is of the utmost rarity.

Fort Academy at Princes Street, Church Hill in Sydney was founded by 
George Taylor in May 1841. He had been the headmaster of St James' 
Grammar School at Church Hill in Sydney and in the St James' Hall, at 
Phillip Street there is a tablet to his memory. After serving from 1838 he had 
an afliction that hindered his moving around so he was granted permission 
to leave and he founded the Fort Academy at his residence in Prince Street, 
Church Hill on 10 May 1841. Then on 26 April 1843 he announced that 
the Academy had moved from Prince Street to Kent Street North but still at 
Church Hill. He closed the Fort Academy at the end of 1849 and returned 
to St Philip's Grammar School in 1850 but before the end of that year he 
left to enter into private enterprise. He would later move to Dubbo, where 
he pioneered the legal profession, becoming a well known citizen there and 
in the surrounding districts. 


The above medal issued by George Taylor's Fort Academy on 6th May 
1843 must be the first of its kind issued from the Academy at Kent Street 
North having been issued only ten days after the announcement of its new 
location. It is also rare because the Fort Academy was only open for the 
short period of 8 1/2 years.

Robert Lewis John Ellery CMG, FRS was an English-Australian astronomer 
and public servant who served as Victorian government astronomer for 42 
years. Born in Cranleigh, Surrey, England on 14 July 1827 Ellery qualified 
as a medical practitioner but his main focus was on astronomy. He came to 
Victoria in 1851 attracted by the discovery of gold. In 1853 the Victorian 
government established an astronomical observatory and as Ellery had 
already established a reputation as an astronomer he was placed in charge 
of the facility. 


In addition to his astronomical work, Ellery was one of the founders of the 
Royal Society of Victoria and its president from 1866 to 1884. In 1882 he 
became a trustee of the public library, museums and National Gallery of 
Victoria. He was also a member of the council of the University of Melbourne 
for many years. In 1873 he organised the Victorian Torpedo Corps and later 
the Submarine Mining Engineers and was in command until 1889 when he 
retired with the rank of lieutenant colonel. In 1900 he was elected president 
of the Australasian Association for the Advancement of Science. He was 
also a keen apiarist and in 1885 he was the first president of the Victorian 
Beekeepers' Club and editor of the Australian Beekeepers' Journal. 


Ellery was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, London in 1873, created 
a CMG in 1889 and was awarded the Clarke Medal by the Royal Society 
of New South Wales in 1889. Mount Ellery in Antarctica was named in his 
honour in 1886. Robert Lewis John Ellery CMG, FRS died on 14 January 
1908.

M.J.Hammond was a member of the New South Wales Commission for the 
Adelaide Jubilee Exhibition. 


Mark John Hammond was a gold miner and later a politician. He was born 
on 15 November 1844 in Sydney and attended school at Newtown. The 
family then moved to the goldfields and after various moves and ventures 
he finally struck it rich in 1872 with the discovery of the world's greatest 
specimen of reef gold. As a result in June 1873 he was wealthy enough to 
retire to Sydney. On 24 September 1878 he was elected an alderman of 
Ashfield municipality and mayor in 1882. He helped found the Municipal 
Association and became one of its vice-presidents. In 1884 he won the seat 
for Canterbury in the Legislative Assembly. 


He was a most outspoken member of parliament on various topics. He 
retired in 1887 but was on the NSW Commission for the Adelaide Jubilee 
Exhibition. He went to England in 1889 and on his return he became vice- 
president of the Ashfield Bowling club and joined the Ashfield Horticultural 
Society. After Federation he was a strong supporter of Edward Barton in the 
Australian Democratic and Liberal Reform League. He died on 4 February 
1908 from heart failure after having surfed at Manly Beach. He was buried 
in the Roman Catholic section of the Bathurst Cemetery.

Augustus Cardigan Frederick Dann, born in England in 1839, came to 
Australia in 1884. It was reported in The West Australian on 7 August 
1937 as follows. 


"The torpedo section of the Victorian Navy was always very efficient. At 
an early date there transferred from the Royal Navy a remarkable torpedo 
officer, Mr. Cardigan Dann. Originally an engine room artificer, he specialised 
in torpedo and eventually became chief torpedo gunner. He was an inventive 
genius and Victoria was indeed fortunate in securing the services of this 
outstanding officer. He was the inventor of the torpedo-dropping gear which 
bears his name. The torpedo depot at Williamstown had the heater torpedo 
before any vessel of the Australian squadron of the Royal Navy had it as 
part of its armament.’

James Buchanan (1827-1914), farmer and politician, was born on 12 
February 1827 at Chryston, Lanarkshire, Scotland, son of John Buchanan, 
farmer, and his wife Elizabeth, n e Bullock. He arrived at Port Phillip in 1849 
in the Reaper. His lungs were weak so he made for the warmer Riverina and 
worked in the Edward River district until attracted back to Victoria by the 
discovery of gold. Buchanan carted potatoes and wheat to the Bendigo and 
Castlemaine diggings while farming in the Plenty district. In 1857 he bought 
the Ardblair property at Berwick and in 1858 won a gold medal from the 
Port Phillip Farmers' Society for the wheat he grew there. As the price of 
wheat dropped he broadened the scope of his farming to include dairying, 
cheese making and the breeding of Ayrshire cattle; he achieved some note 
with his bull, Lord Beaconsfield. In 1859 he won the Mornington Farmers' 
Society award for the best managed farm in its area. Buchanan remained 
an active member of this society and gave it a ninety-nine-year lease of the 
showground for a token sum. He was also an executive member of the Royal 
Agricultural Society. By the end of the 1870s Buchanan owned houses and 
2033 acres (823 ha) in Berwick. 


Buchanan was an original member of the Berwick District Road Board 
created in 1862 and remained a member of it and the later Shire Council 
until 1875. In May 1865 he was appointed a presiding magistrate at the 
first Police Court Sessions in the district. In 1876 he was elected to the 
Legislative Council as member for the Southern Province. His distinguished 
career in the council ended in September 1898. Buchanan supported 
protection, advocated the opening up of the Mallee as a wheat-growing 
area, and supported the introduction of irrigation to the Mallee and other 
schemes of water conservation. He was a member of the first Viticultural 
Board and was for many years government representative on the Council 
of Agricultural Education. Buchanan was prominent in the foundation of 
Dookie Agricultural College and a member of its first council. In 1890 he 
was a member of the first committee appointed by the Victorian parliament 
under the Railways Standing Committee Act. 


Buchanan was active in the development of medical services in the colony. 
He had some medical knowledge himself and in his first years at Berwick 
was sometimes called on for help and advice. He persuaded his nephew, 
James Buchanan, to qualify as a doctor. He had wide veterinary knowledge 
and helped to bring about the appointment in 1884 of the board to report 
on tuberculosis as affecting both mankind and cattle, on which he was the 
only layman. 


Buchanan was widely esteemed for his kindliness and charity. He was elected 
to the local Presbyterian Church Board in 1876 and remained a member 
until his death on 11 September 1914. His wife Anne Jane, ne Wilson, 
whom he had married in 1859, predeceased him, as did his two sons. He 
was survived by two daughters, Mrs W. Wilson and Mrs L. D. Beaumont, 
and he bequeathed his house in Berwick, Burr Hill, and seven acres to the 
Presbyterian Church for a manse.

Edwin Cuthbert Hall (1874-1953) was an Australian physician and philanthropist who through a bequest funded the Edwin Cuthbert Hall Chair of Middle 
Eastern Archaeology within the Department of Archaeology at the University of Sydney. In 1973, the Hall Bequest was the second largest donation to the 
University after the Power Bequest. 


Hall was born in Sydney to Reuben and Mary Ann Hall of Ashfield, New South Wales, and attended Newington College (1886-1891). In 1889 and again in 
1890, he won the Wigram Allen Scholarship, awarded by Sir George Wigram Allen, for mathematics, with David Edwards receiving it in 1890 for classics. At 
the end of 1891 Hall was named Dux of the College and received the Schofield Scholarship. He went up to the University of Sydney and in 1894 graduated 
as a Bachelor of Medicine and Chirurgery. 


After appointments as a resident medical officer and a medical superintendent at Royal Prince Alfred Hospital, Hall became the Government Medical Officer 
at Parramatta, New South Wales in 1922. After the death of his first wife, he became a specialist with rooms in Macquarie Street, Sydney. Hall was the author 
of several plant species, especially in the genus Eucalyptus. 


The terms of Hall's will were that his estate was to be held in trust until the death of his wife "for the University of Sydney for the endowment of a Professorship 
in the subjects of Archaeology and Mythology in the Ancient Middle East, namely, Palestine, Egypt and Asia Minor." On 31 December 1959 the University 
received £88,608 12s. 7d. In 1960 the Edwin Cuthbert Hall Chair of Middle Eastern Archaeology was established with the first occupant being appointed 
on 2 August 1960.

Arthur James Arnot was born on 26 August 1865 at Hamilton in Scotland. 
He was educated at Hutchisontown Grammar School and Haldane Academy 
in Glasgow and then attended Glasgow College of Science from 1881 before 
being appointed assistant engineer at Grosvenor Gallery power station. He 
arrived in Melbourne, Victoria in 1889 on a two year contract to erect a 
large alternating current plant for Union Electric Co and in the same year 
he patented the world's first electric drill. In 1891 he was appointed as the 
first electrical engineer of the Melbourne City Council. 


While with the Council he managed the installation of a comprehensive 
system of street lighting in the city 1891-92, designed and managed Spencer 
Street power station 1894-1901, and helped draft the Victorian Electric Light 
and Power Act of 1896. He was a member of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, London 1899-1906, president of the Electrical Association of 
New South Wales and president of the Victorian Institute of Electrical 
Engineers in 1899. He was also an examiner in electrical technology for 
Victorian technical schools and councillor for the Working Men's College 
1897-1901.

Charlie Lees was born at Woollahra, Sydney, NSW in 1887. He was a forward 
with the Eastern Suburbs Leagues Club playing as a second-rower, a prop 
and lock. He was in the premiership winning 2nd grade team in 1908 and 
was a member of the club's first premiership winning first grade team in 
1911 and was his team's only try scorer in the match. He followed this up 
with premiership wins in 1912 and 1913 playing alongside Dally Messenger, 
who captained the team in all three years, and in the 1913 super side every 
team member had represented either Australia or NSW. He also won the 
City Cup Competition with his club in 1914, 1915 and 1916. The City Cup 
was a post season tournament inaugurated in 1912. Competitions were held 
in 1912-1925, 1937, 1942 and 1959. 


Charlie Lees played 152 matches for the Eastern Suburbs Club and was 
one of the first to play in 100 matches. In 1913 he was selected to represent 
NSW, playing in 4 games and on 12 January 1931 he was recognised with 
the awarding of Life Membership of the New South Wales Rugby League, 
being one of two selected from 21 nominations.

A meeting was held at the Port Pirie Hotel on Thursday 1 October 1908 
for the purpose of establishing an association of Port Pirie Pioneers. It was 
decided as follows:- 'It is to consist of an unlimited number of male and 
female members, who, before September 1, 1883, were resident within 10 
miles of the Port Pirie Post Office and were instrumental in assisting the 
opening up and development of the town, and also those who for five years 
prior to the date named were constant residents, but were not now residents 
of the town. Provision is also made for the admission of those who for five 
years prior to 25 years ago made regular weekly visits, the object of this 
being to admit those who were on board steamers or ketches when the 
shipping trade of the port was opened up. Sons and daughters of pioneers, 
who were not under 14 years of age, and residents of the port on September 
1, 1883, are also to be allowed to join, and honorary members admitted

Then at a meeting on Tuesday 15 December 1908 it was decided that the 
insignia of the Association consist of a bronze Maltese cross inscribed in 
enamelled lettering with the name of the Association and with the name of 
the member on the reverse side together with date of arrival at Port Pirie.

William 'Bill' Longworth was an Australian freestyle swimmer who 
represented Australasia in the 1912 Summer Olympics. He went to Sydney 
Grammar School where he was outstanding in swimming, athletics and 
rugby union. In January 1911, representing the Eastern Suburbs Swimming 
Club, he won the 1,320 yard freestyle event by 30 yards at the Australian 
Championships in world record time and in doing so beat Cecil Healy and 
Frank Beaurepaire. In 1912 he won all New South Wales and Australian 
freestyle championship events from 100 yards to one mile. In the same year 
he also qualified for the final of the 100 metres freestyle as well as for the 
semi-finals of the 1500 metres freestyle at the Olympic Games in Stockholm, 
Sweden, but because of illness was forced to withdraw. Then in 1913 and 
1914 he won every New South Wales and Australian freestyle swimming 
title except for the 100 yards. 


Born at Singleton, New South Wales on 26 September 1892 'Bill' Longworth 
enlisted in the AIF on 13 September 1915. He embarked in May 1916 and 
served in France as a sergeant with the Anzac Entrenchment Battalion as well 
as in supply and motor transport columns. He was commissioned in June 
1917 and while overseas represented the AIF in swimming competitions. He 
married an English woman, Ellen Humphrey on 16 July 1919, returning to 
Australia in November. 


After the war he entered the lucrative family business and over the years 
held directorships with various companies. He was also prominent in the 
sport of billiards and snooker being the New South Wales amateur snooker 
champion in 1920 and 1921, and Sydney Metropolitan billiards champion 
in 1937. He was vice-president of the British Billiards Control Council, a 
member of the Australian Jockey Club as well as a racehorse owner and 
was chairman of the Owners and Trainers' Association and the Sydney Turf 
Club. In 1946 he was divorced and remarried on 5 February 1947 to Irene 
Ley. William Longworth died at his home in Wahroonga, Sydney, New South 
Wales on 19 October 1969.

An article in The Sun, Sydney on 19 April 1914, page 16 reported the 
following. 


'SAVED THREE LIVES - A MODEST HERO 


"Bravo, Jimmy!" exclaimed his fellow-workmen, as James Glew emerged 
from the surf at Little Coogee after having plunged in fully clothed and 
rescued a drowning woman. But Jimmy, with characteristic dislike of fuss, 
stepped aside, declined their outstretched hands, and made off home for 
a change of clothes. "It's only what I should have done," he remarked to 
one of them. 


Jimmy Glew is an unostentatious hero. And were it not for the fact that others 
have talked, the chances are that three acts of bravery performed by him 
would be unknown, except to those who owe their lives to his daring. 


Glew, who follows the plastering trade, is also an inveterate angler, and fills 
in most of his spare time at a favourite spot off the rocks at Little Coogee. 
For three years or more he has been a constant frequenter of that locality, 
and on an afternoon two years ago he distinguished himself by saving a 
man's life. The man was also fishing from the rocks, and in his enthusiasm 
had disregarded the rising tide. He was washed off. He was helpless, and 
was being badly battered by contact with the rocks when Glew, divesting 
himself of his boots and coat, jumped in. Being a strong swimmer, he brought 
the man round to a safe landing spot, and eventually got him up on to the 
rocks. A month later he rescued a little girl from almost certain death. The 
youngster was paddling close in, but being of the venturesome spirit she 
waded in beyond her depth, and immediately became at the mercy of an 
unusually strong current. Glew, who was the only fisherman on the rocks 
that day, had his attention arrested by the shrieks of the girl's mother, and 
diving in he was able to intercept her and bring her back. 


After he had effected his third rescue, on the 6th of last month, Glew was 
offered a sum of money, and an order for a new suit of clothes; but he refused 
it, remarking, "I couldn't think of such a thing. I only did my duty." 


On this occasion a young woman, a recent arrival from Newcastle, while 
surf-bathing at Little Coogee, was carried out by the current. Her screams 
were heard by the workmen at the new surf, sheds, and Glew, who had a 
sub-contract in the construction of those sheds, was first down to the water's 
edge. Without waiting to strip any of his clothing, he plunged in. He had to 
swim 80 yards, but he reached the woman, and after a game battle against 
the current ultimately got her to a landing place. His struggle had, however, 
weakened him so much that he was unable to lift her on to the rocks, and it 
required the assistance of a workman to complete the rescue. 


His work has not been officially recognised, but surely he has qualified for 
the Royal Humane Society's medallion. Glew was born at Penrith, but now 
lives at 60 M'Kenzie-street, Waverley. He is 36 years old, and has had 24 
years military service, having served in the Boer war.' 


Finally, James Glew's heroism was recognised when this bronze medal was 
awarded to him for his bravery in swimming out, fully dressed, and without 
a line, from Little Coogee Beach, on March 6 1914 and saving the life of a 
young woman who had been carried out to sea by the strong current that 
was running.

The Newcastle Rocket Brigade was formed in 1866 as a support unit for the 
Newcastle Lifeboat Service. The Rocket Brigades were based on the north 
and south sides of Newcastle harbour and supported the lifeboats by using 
rocket launchers to fire ropes on to ships stranded along the 30-kilometre 
stretch of Stockton beach. The units last rescue attempt was in 1974. There 
is a memorial to the Lifeboats and the Brigades at Nobbys Beach on the 
walk to the Lighthouse at Newcastle East. Alderman T:Stratten was the 
Mayor of Stockton Council. This gold fob was presented to him and also 
to R.Gow, both retiring members of the Brigade, at a meeting at the Royal 
Hotel at Stockton. 


It is of interest to note that in 1914, while not the mayor, alderman T.Stratten 
moved a motion, which was supported, to raise a half-squadron of Light 
Horse consisting of members from Stockton, Newcastle, Fullerton Cove, and 
Salt Ash because he considered that most of the intending members knew 
every inch of the country along the coastline and this would be of immense 
benefit to the Defence Department.

"The Miners' Way - A Comrade's Work. 


The pit-top at Coalcliff mine, smoky, dirty, and noisy, yesterday afternoon, 
was the scene of a little ceremony dear to the hearts of the miners working 
there. Nobody realises more than a man who is liable to the myriad accidents 
of a coal-pit, the value of the first-aid man - and the Coalcliff miners showed 
their appreciation of the 20 years' service of their "Zam-buk" man. 


Twenty years ago James Brownlee went to Coalcliff, and started work as 
a blacksmith. At the same time the mine badly needed a first-aid man and 
Brownlee stepped into the breach. Armed with a fair knowledge of first-aid 
he soon proved himself invaluable to his comrades under the earth. The bond 
between life and death is very close, down under. It is only a little slip here or 
there, and a mangled human-being is writhing in agony. Thousands of feet 
away from doctors and hospitals, only one man can do anything- and in his 
twenty years Brownlee did it. They were not times for exuberant thanks- and 
men such as those do not go in for talking. But Brownlee's twenty years of 
work and sacrifice were remembered even more for that. 


Working as a blacksmith at the same time, Brownlee receives the wages due 
for that. Not one penny for his far more invaluable services for humanity 
was paid by the management. Yesterday afternoon the Coalcllff miners said 
"Thanks" to Mr. Brownlee. A little group of men by the main shaft, a bar 
and hand-clasp, a murmured "Thanks" and it was finished - but it meant 
more to Brownlee than most other things could. The employers see no use for 
ambulance stations; no use for modern surgical instruments; no necessity to 
relieve pain and retard death. It Is left to men like Brownlee, with torn shirts, 
handkerchiefs, and sheets, pieces of wood and Iodine, to play the game of life 
and death. It is well for the miners that men like Brownlee exist.'

The following was reported in The Sydney Morning Herald, Saturday 25 September 1937, p16. 
"The Marchesa Marconi Australian Visit Warm Welcome Assured. 


The Minister In Charge of the 150th Anniversary Celebrations (Mr. Dunningham), said yesterday that Australians would extend a very warm welcome to 
the Marchesa Marconi, widow of the great pioneer of wireless, who has accepted an Invitation to attend the 150th Anniversary celebrations next year. The 
Marchesa will be accompanied by her daughter, Elettra. 


The invitation was extended by Sir Ernest Fisk, on behalf of the Institution of Radio Engineers of Australia. Formerly the Contessa Maria Cristina Bezzi Scali, 
the Marchesa Marconi is the daughter of Brigadier-General Scali, of the Guardia Nobile. She married the Marchese Marconi in 1927, when she was 23. 


The Marchese Marconi had accepted the Institution's invitation to attend the World Convention of Radio Engineers, to be held in Sydney from April 4 to 14, 
1938, and Marchesa Marconi was to have accompanied him. Following Marconi's death, Sir Ernest Fisk, who is chairman of the convention, repeated the 
Institution's invitation to the Marchesa Marconi, when he met her abroad recently, and she informed him that she would be delighted to accept it.' 


The Marchesa's husband was famous and shared a noble prize for physics in 1909. Much of his research work was done in Britain from 1896 as the Italian 
government was at first not interested in his work on hertzian waves (electromagnetic waves in the radar and radio range). As the result of his scientific work, 
much of which was carried out in the 1920s on his 700 ton yacht, Marconi became one of the world's most famous Italians. He joined the Fascist Party in 
1923 and was conferred with the title of Marchese (Maquis) in 1929. Despite his declining health he was chosen in 1935 to make a tour of Latin America and 
Europe to defend his country's invasion of Abyssinia. However, he suffered a series of heart attacks and died in 1937. This is the prelude to why the Marchesa 
was invited to Sydney to take the place of her famous husband and was probably a diplomatic type operation that the British government encouraged. 


Unfortunately the Marchesa's visit never eventuated because of illness and that as she was intending to travel by ship she was not sufficiently recovered to journey 
through the tropics. The proposed visit was cancelled two days before she was due to leave Italy and reported in Australian newspapers in March 1938.

Francis Hall served in Afghanistan 1878-1880 with C Battery of the Royal Horse Artillery and was mentioned in despatches. He also served in the Anglo-Boer 
War. He arrived in South Africa in November 1899 and joined Methuen's Force on the Orange River. He commanded the Brigade Division of Artillery (18, 62 
and 75 Btys) with General French's Force. He was in the advance on Kimberley and present at actions at Belmont on 23 November 1899 and at Graspan on 
25 November 1899 where he advanced close to the enemy with his guns. He commanded the Royal Artillery at the Battle of Modder River on 28 November 
1899 and at Magersfontein in support of the Highland Brigade on 10-11 December 1899. At Paardeburg he commanded the 18th, 62nd and 7Sth Batteries 
where they bombarded the Boer laager 17 - 26 February 1900. He was also at the surrender of General Cronje with 4,068 Transvaaler & Free Staters. 


Lt-Colonel Hall was appointed Commandant of Pietersburg and while in this position he received a letter written by Trooper Robert Mitchell Cochrane of 
the Bushveldt Carbineers, a former Justice of the Peace in Western Australia, sent on 4 October 1901 and signed by 15 members of the Bushveldt Carbineers. 
The letter referred to six ‘disgraceful incidents' involving death and theft from captured enemy Boers and civilians and also the unlawful killing of one of their 
own men. As a result of the letter Lt-Colonel Hall summoned all Fort Edward officers and NCOs to Pietersburg on 21 October 1901. They were met by a 
party of mounted infantrymen and escorted into town like criminals. The Australian, Lieutenant Harry 'Breaker' Morant who had been on leave in Pretoria 
was arrested when he returned. Hall was posted to India before the various courts martial and subsequent execution of some men. 


In his book, 'The Bushveldt Carbineers and the Pietersburg Light Horse’, the late William (Bill) Woolmore on page 111 writes, 'Colonel Hall, who could have 
been a crucial witness for the defence, was transferred to India with indecent haste before the courts martial began. Additionally, Colonel Hall's presence at 
the court martial may have been an embarrassment to the prosecution's case as ex-Captain Robertson, who had turned King's evidence, had left the army 
in disgrace only a few months earlier following a demand by Colonel Hall for his resignation.' The incidents were the subject of an Australian film made in 
1980 titled, 'Breaker Morant'. The film won many awards and focused on the court martial of Lieutenants Harry 'Breaker' Morant (English actor, Edward 
Woodward), Peter Handcock (Australian actor, Bryan Brown), and George Witton (Australian actor, Lewis Fitz-Gerald) with the defence lawyer, Major James 
EThomas played by the Australian actor, Jack Thompson. Lieutenants Morant and Handcock were sentenced to death and executed by a firing squad and 
Lieutenant Witton was sentenced to death but commuted to life in penal servitude.

Royal Artillery 19Feb1892; to Lieutenant 19Feb1895; to Captain O5Apr1900; served in Boer War and was given Brevet of Major 22Aug1902; served in 
Somaliland as Special Service Officer 1902-04; Staff Captain and later G.S.0.3, HQs of Army Feb-Nov1901; Instructor at Cavalry School Dec1907-Jun1908; 
to Major with 4th Dragoons 19Aug1908; served as Military Attache at The Hague, Brussels, Copenhagen and Christiania Mar1910-Mar1914; to Lt-Colonel 
of 4th Hussars 20Sep1914; WWI: Head of Military Mission with Belgian Field Army; CO of 19Div Dec1915-Oct1917 with a brief absence as a Military 
Member of Mr. Balfour's Mission to USA; to Maj-General 01Jan1917; Temp Lt-General Apr-Jun1917; Head of British War Mission to USA in 1918; Temp 
Lt-General Jan1919; Chief of British Military Mission to the Army of the Orient 09Jan1920. 


During the Anglo-Boer War George Bridges was an officer in the Imperial Light Horse. He also was in command of the 5th and 6th West Australian Mounted 
Infantry from May to July 1901. He led the relief columns into both Ladysmith and Mafeking. During the war he was twice mentioned in despatches and 
was also severely wounded. In 1904 he was sent to Somaliland where he raised and commanded the Tribal Horse and was again severely wounded this time 
at the Battle of Jidballi. He was awarded the Distinguished Service Order during this campaign. 


At the start of WWI Bridges' unit was the first British unit to engage the Germans. He later commanded the 15th Division in France and was wounded a further 
three times including having his leg blown off. In 1917 he went to the United States of America with the Balfour Mission in order to consolidate American 
involvement in the war. He was the senior military member of the mission and was awarded the USA Distinguished Service Medal. 


In 1922 he accepted an appointment as Governor of South Australia following urging by his friend and admirer, Winston Churchill. He took up the post on 
4 December 1922. Bridges held very conservative views and did not get along very well with the Labor Government that was in control for some of the time 
of his tenure. When his term of office ended on 4 December 1927 he refused a second term as governor and returned to England. In retirement he wrote his 
memoirs (see book in this lot) which was published in 1938. Sir George Tom Molesworth Bridges KCB, KCMG, DSO, (known as Sir Tom Bridges), died on 
26 November 1939 at Brighton, United Kingdom.

Citation: 'On the evening of Wednesday 1st February 1978 at the height of a Force 10 storm the oil drilling rig Orion with a maintenance crew of 33 men 
on board broke away from its tow and began to drift towards Guernsey where it subsequently grounded on the rocks on the west coast of the island. In 
response to a call from Brixham Coastguard, Sea King 592 of 706 Naval Air Squadron was launched from the Royal Naval Air Station Culdrose at 2255, 
followed by Sea King 594 shortly afterwards. Lieutenant Glen James Tilsley, Royal Navy. Lieutenant Robert George Davidson, Royal Navy. Lieutenants 
Tilsley and Davidson were the pilot and observer respectively of Sea King 592 which arrived on the scene to find the rig hard aground. The rig's four support 
legs were raised and towered more than 200 feet above sea level. Waves were breaking through and over the helicopter landing platform which was the only 
practicable winching area and which was almost at sea level. 592 approached the rig and established a hover over the platform close to the support legs and 
80 feet above sea level. 


In 60 knot winds, considerable turbulence and with only the rig lights for visual reference Lieutenant Tilsley held 592 in position whilst Lieutenant Davidson 
was lowered onto the rig's platform to effect the rescue using the double lift method. Davidson had to dispel the rig's crew's fear of the breaking waves and 
dense spray before he could start carrying out the rescue. In all he was winched down 11 times in the most appalling conditions to pick up 11 of the Orion's 
crew. Having landed the survivors safely at Guernsey Airport it was found that the other Sea King had experienced a primary hydraulics failure and had had 
to be shut down. Consequently 592 returned alone to the rig to attempt a further rescue. 
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On arrival it was discovered that the rig had yawed on the rocks through 
nearly 180 degrees and a cross wind hover with minimal visual references, 
was the only possible method of approaching the platform. In the same 
atrocious conditions and with very small clearances for the main and tail 
rotors, Lieutenant Tilsley again held 592 in position whilst Lieutenant 
Davidson was lowered, rescuing two more survivors before further movement 
of the rig made hovering impossible. During the second lift Lieutenant 
Tilsley experienced considerable difficulty in controlling the helicopter in 
the violent cross wind and at one point, with Lieutenant Davidson and a 
survivor swinging 60 feet below the aircraft in the rescue strop, he ran out 
of tail rotor control and lost all visual references. Only excellent crew co- 
operation saved the situation. At 0240 rescue attempts were abandoned for 
the night. At 0940 with weather conditions almost as bad as the previous 
night, Lieutenant Tilsley and his crew returned to the scene to recover the 
last survivors from the rig. 


Throughout the rescue Lieutenant Tilsley displayed professional competence 
of the highest order. Moreover, as the senior aircrew officer of the two 
helicopters he accepted responsibility for the conduct of the entire mission, 
going virtually without sleep from the time he was scrambled until both 
helicopters returned to Culdrose some 15 hours later. He not only executed 
the rescue in daunting and extremely dangerous conditions but also kept 
himself personally at readiness throughout the rest of the night at Guernsey 
Airport, where he could supervise the safety of his aircraft and be available 
immediately if needed. His great courage, supreme flying skill and devotion 
to duty during this hazardous rescue were of a wholly exemplary nature. 
Lieutenant Davidson also displayed professional competence of the highest 
order.

One news report in the Daily Express on 9 November 1978 stated:- A 
pilot who flew with his brave crew into "the jaws of Hell" was honoured 
yesterday as one of Britain's Men of the Year. Lieutenant Glen Tilsley, 31, 
was at the controls of a Royal Navy Sea King helicopter which took part in 
a breathtaking rescue of oil-rig men off the Guernsey coast in a storm last 
February. Flying in highly dangerous conditions he manoeuvred his machine 
in between the pitching legs of the rig to enable his winch crew to bring 17 
men to safety. The young officer was in good company yesterday when he 
joined 10 other Men of the Year at a lunch in London given by the Royal 
Association for Disability and Rehabilitation. One who was glad to shake 
his hand was lifeboat coxswain John Petit of Guernsey - himself one of the 
heroes of that night. He said: "We all had our hearts in our mouths."

Nov1989 when he resigned from Royal Navy with a total of 4,412 hours 
flying helicopters; 1989-95 served as Captain in Australian Army Aviation;

Some time after his service in South Africa, Ernest Welchman moved to 
Western Australia. During WWI he volunteered for service in the AIK, his 
service file revealing the following details. Ernest Herbert Steeds Welchman, 
clerk, age 47, born at West Lydford, Somerton, Somersetshire, England; 
Enl.03Feb1915 at Blackboy Hill, W.A. with 2 years 4 months previous 
service in South Africa with District Mounted Troops; Disch.17Jan1916 as 
Medically Unfit; Re-Enl.17Jan1916 for Home Service; accidentally killed 
16Oct1916. 


Staff Sergeant Ernest Welchman, a member of the Headquarters Staff at 
Blackboy Hill, Western Australia was run down by a military train at Helena 
Vale about midnight on 16 October 1916 as he was crossing the tracks on the 
way back to camp after leave. He was quickly placed aboard the train and 
hurried to Perth but died a short time later before arrival. He was buried on 
18 October at the Anglican Cemetery, Karrakatta. Staff Sergeant Welchman 
was highly regarded by all the men at the camp and a glowing tribute to 
him was published in the Camp Chronicle on 26 October 1916. There was 
no entitlement to WWI medals as he did not embark from Australia for 
active service abroad however his wife was issued with a Memorial Plaque 
in his name.

‘killing off' resulting from the death of the Swazi King, Bhunu. Lawson shot 
dead one of the Swazi warriors just as he was attempting to stab his assegai 
into John Major. Joined SH (Steinaecker's Horse) on 16 September 1900. 
Promoted to Captain on 8 August 1901 (AOQ428 7:10:01). He resigned his 
commission when the regiment was disbanded on 7 February 1903. Qualified 
for the QSA medal with clasps Relief of Ladysmith & Transvaal and his 
KSA with the two date clasps (illustrated at Fig 85, p233 of above book) 
was issued from the SH roll. Lawson died in 1939.'

He enlisted in Streaky Bay, South Australia on 5 
December 1916, still single and giving his sister, Miss Annie Lount, as his 
NOK. After a period of training in camp at Seymour, Victoria, he embarked 
aboard the transport Commonwealth in Melbourne on 2 November 1917 
and served in the desert campaign. He spent some weeks in hospitals at Gaza, 
Kantara and the 14 Australian General Hospital at Port Said with eczema 
and diarrhoea and his years of campaigning and boundary riding showed 
in other ways. On 16 October 1918 he was found guilty of 'Conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline’ while on active service i.e. 
possession of a bottle of whiskey, and forfeited 7 days pay. He embarked on 
the transport Aneas for repatriation to Australia on 1 January 1919 and was 
discharged, medically unfit, on 19 March 1919. In April 1935 his home in 
South Australia burnt down and he lost all his belongings - money, furniture 
and clothes, together with all his valuable papers.'

John Fisher Soley, traveller, age 25, born at St John, New Brunswick, Canada 
and raised in England; came to Australia in command of one of his father's 
ships; Enl.19Feb1885, at Paddington Barracks in Sydney, in NSW Infy 
with previous service as an Able Seaman in the Navy Artillery Volunteers; 
Emb.03Mar1885; RTA 23Jun1885. 


John Fisher Soley, also known as John Fisher Rose-Soley, late of North Sydney 
died on 25 March 1944 at Young District Hospital while a recent resident 
of the War Veterans' Home and was remembered as a former sub-editor 
of the Sydney Morning Herald and editor of the Sunday Times and also a 
friend of Robert Louis Stevenson who stayed at his house during a visit to 
Sydney. His Scottish born wife Rose de Boheme was an author, later going 
by the name Agnes R. Rose-Soley. 


Part of a report in The Worker newspaper, Wagga, NSW on Thursday 29 
December 1910, page 21 reads as follows. 


'Mr. and Mrs. Rose-Soley have done good work in Australia and elsewhere 
as journalists and writers of short stories, often writing in collaboration. Mrs. 
Rose-Soley (the A. R. of the partnership) sometimes signs 'Rose de Boheme. ' 
She was born in Scotland, and passed her earlier years, in France. While 
studying at Newnham, Cambridge, England, she had a severe breakdown in 
health, and came to Australia to recover. After a time she took up journalism 
in Sydney, having had some experience of such work in other parts of the 
world. Here she first met her husband.' 


It continues a few short paragraphs later as follows, 


'Mr. and Mrs. Rose-Soley spent two years in Samoa, living the greater part 
of the time among the natives, familiarising themselves with their manners 
and customs in everyday home life, and writing busily. For a time they were 
neighbours of Robert Louis Stevenson at Vailhma. Then, they lived in San 
Francisco for five years, contributing to many newspapers and magazines. 
For more than a year after that they were in San Diego, Southern California. 
Then in London for some years. They returned to Sydney early in 1910.'

Captain Haviland Le Mesurier Royal Aust Arty was adjutant for the Imperial Bushmen; contingent comprised 40 officers and 722 other ranks; Emb.23Apr1900; 
to Lieutenant Colonel and commanded regiment 12Nov1900 to July 1901; RTA 23Jun1901; Disemb.17Jul1901 at Sydney, NSW; Lieutenant Colonel Le 
Mesurier commanding officer 8th Bn Aust Commonwealth Horse; contingent comprised 13 officers and 232 other ranks; Emb.26May1902; RTA 01Jul1902; 
Disemb.24Jul1902 at South Australia; Disbanded 09Aug1902. 


In 1903 Lieutenant Colonel took up duties as Assistant Adjutant General for artillery at Melbourne temporarily. He also served as State Commandant of 
Western Australian forces. In 1910 Lieutenant Colonel H. Le Mesurier (A. and I. Staff) was selected as one of the officers to attend a course of instruction at 
Sydney University. Also in 1910 he was appointed commandant of the South Australian military forces and not long after appointed Colonel. He died at the 
age of 57 after a protracted illness and was laid to rest in a massive ceremony at the West Terrace Cemetery, Adelaide, South Australia on 26 November 1913. 
The size the ceremony demonstrated the high regard in which the late Commandant was held by all ranks. 


During the visit to Western Australia in November 1908 of His Excellency the Governor-General, the opportunity was taken to present several decorations and 
medals to various members of the Commonwealth military forces. The occasion was held at Government House. One recipient was Sergeant H. Le Mesurier 
(late Natal Mounted Rifles) who received the Meritorious Service Medal and the Natal Medal and clasp 1906 (Zulu Rebellion, 1906). 


Sergeant H. Le Mesurier, son of the W.A. Commandant (Lieut-Colonel Le Mesurier), served in the South African campaign with the Natal Police (Queen's 
South Africa Medal and clasps). During the Zululand Rebellion of 1906 he served as a trooper in the Natal Mounted Rifles. Whilst with them he volunteered 
to ride, and subsequently rode, up the face of Knobkerrie Hill, in order to draw the fire of the rebels, locate their position, and indicate to the column a path 
by which to scale the kopje. On completing his duty he rejoined his column under a heavy fusillade of assegais (spear) and bullets. For this "plucky and 
meritorious act", as it was described in General Orders, Private Le Mesurier was, the same day, promoted to the rank of Sergeant, and recommended for the 
Meritorious Service Medal. This medal the Governor-General pinned on Sergeant Le Mesurier's tunic in the name of H.M. the King, wishing him at the same 
time a long life to wear it. His Excellency also presented him with the Natal Medal and clasp, 1906.

Rowland Edward Harkus was born at Moruya on the NSW south coast 
on 12 June1869. He served in the Postal Department at Moruya and from 
17May1892 at Parramatta, Sydney, NSW. He joined the Parramatta troop 
of Lancers in 1893 and was an outstanding horseman and also talented 
in wrestling, sword and lance competitions including tent pegging just to 
name a few. 


Corporal Rowland Edward Harkus died of enteric fever at Bloemfontein. 
He had been an employee of the PMG Department before going to South 
Africa and despite his pleas for an exemption he was denied permission to 
go to the war. He went anyway. There were very many news reports of his 
death, one going into great detail of Corporal Harkus's military career and 
military tournament achievements and covering almost an entire page in The 
Cumberland Argus and Fruitgrowers Advocate (Parramatta) on Saturday 
12 May 1900. Another less detailed news report in The Temora Star on 
Saturday 12 May 1900 reads as follows. 


'Death of Corporal Harkus 


Corporal Harkus, who was one of the best-known men in the New South 
Wales Regiment, has, like many another brave fellow, ended his career in 
South Africa. Colonel Burns on Wednesday received a letter from Captain 
Cox, who is in charge of the Lancers on active service, conveying the 
information. The communication was dated April 10, and stated that six 
days previously Corporal Harkus had died in the Hospital at Bloemfontein. 
Several other members of the squadron were also in the hospital, but their 
cases were not critical, and, taken altogether, the health of the rest of the men, 
Captain Cox said, was very good when compared with other regiments. 


Corporal Harkus was an active member of the Lancer Regiment, and was 
perhaps the most prominent member in military sports that the colony has 
produced. He took part in all the leading military tournaments in the colony, 
and invariably carried off a number of prizes. On two occasions he has gone 
to England as a representative of this colony. The first was at the jubilee, in 
1897. He then took part in various military sports, and earned the distinction 
of gaining two Empire medals. What this means may be imagined from the 
fact that only seven Empire medals are granted annually, and they are open 
to the whole of the Imperial, Indian, and colonial military forces. Corporal 
Harkus brought two of the seven back to New South Wales. 
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In 1899 he again went to England with the squadron for training. It was 
while returning from this trip that hostilities commenced, and part of the 
squadron went on active service as soon as their vessel reached the Cape. 
Corporal Harkus returned home to Parramatta to put his affairs in order, 
and then proceeded with the second contingent of Lancers to join their 
comrades on the battlefield. Although the letter received by Colonel Burns 
does not state the cause of death, it is surmised that he fell a victim to enteric 
fever, as recent letters from the front stated that this dreaded scourge was 
prevalent at Bloemfontein. '

Lance-Corporal Thomas Bede Lamond, who was killed in action in the 
Dardanelles between August 16 and 23, was 30 years of age and the eldest 
son of Mr. James Lamond, of 'Hillcrest', Temple-street, Stanmore, and the 
late Mrs. Virginia Lamond, who passed away on March 25 last. He was a 
grand-nephew of the late Mr. Thomas Lamond, of Zetland Lodge. He was 
educated at the Christian Brothers' School, Newtown, where he gained a 
scholarship, given by the late Cardinal Moran, in 1889, and finished his 
education at the Christian Brothers' High School, Lewisham, where he gained 
the following honours: Passed the junior examination on two occasions, and 
succeeded in passing the public service examination; he entered the State 
public service in 1901, and at the time of enlisting was an officer in the 
Registrar-General's Department, where he was highly respected. He was a 
member of St. Joseph's branch of the Hibernian Society, and was late secretary 
of St. Brigid 's Literary and Debating Society, of Marrickville, and a member 
of the St. Vincent de Paul's Society of the same parish, where he resided for 
many years; he was also an active member of the Leichhardt Rowing Club. 
He left Sydney last October with the second expeditionary force, attached 
to the 13th Battalion, as a private, and was promoted to the rank of Lance 
Corporal on the field; he was at the memorable landing on April 25, and 
remained in action till the time of his death.- R.LP.

Argus (Melbourne), Thursday 8 February 1945, pS. 


'Distinguished Military Career 


Lieut-General H. D. Wynter, CB, CMG, DSO, former GOC Eastern 
Command, and later lieutenant-general in charge of administration at 
Land Headquarters, Melbourne, died yesterday at Heidelberg Military 
Hospital, after a long illness. He was 58, and had a distinguished career as 
a permanent soldier. 


Lieut-General Henry Douglas Wynter, a native of Queensland, joined the 
militia when he was 21, and began as a second lieutenant in the Wide Bay 
Infantry Regiment. He reached the rank of captain in the militia, and in 
1911 transferred to the permanent forces as a lieutenant. In the last war 
he joined the AIF, with which he served in France, most of the time on 
General Birdwood 's staff, and reached the rank of lieutenant-colonel. From 
June to November, 1919, he was OC, AIF troops in France and Flanders. 
In the interval between the two wars he was Director of Mobilisation and 
Director of Military Training. After the outbreak of the present war he was 
appointed GOC, Northern Command, and District Commandant of the 
First Military District. 


In April, 1940, he joined the Second AIF with the rank of brigadier, and 
soon afterwards left for service overseas. On his arrival in Britain he was 
promoted major-general, and appointed Commandant, AIF HQ in Britain, 
with the temporary command of the whole of the Australian forces in 
Britain. In October, 1940, he took command of the newly formed 9th 
Australian Division, but after a short term in the Middle East he was 
compelled by ill-health to relinquish his command and return to Australia. 
In December, 1941, he was promoted lieutenant general, and appointed 
GOC, Eastern Command. He became lieutenant general, Administration, 
Land Headquarters, in April, 1942. 


He is survived by his wife (formerly Miss Ethel May White) and two sons, 
one of whom, Philip, is a war correspondent. The burial will be at Springvale 
Cemetery, with military honours.’

Constant air attacks on the ships in 
which he served took a toll on Arthur Turnbull's mental health and a medical 
report dated 26 July 1943 stated that he was in an 'Acute Depressive State' 
and was approved to be medically discharged 'P.U.N.S.' (Physically Unfit for 
Naval Service) on 23 September 1943 while he was in Callan Park Mental 
Hospital. Arthur Frank Turnbull lived in various locations over the next 50 
years and died in 1994 at Port Macquarie, NSW.

Michael Morgan Singer was the only son of Admiral Sir Morgan Singer KCB, KCVO and Lady Emily Mary Singer (nee Desborough). Admiral Singer had an 
impressive naval career. He was born in 1864 and was the son of a high ranking naval officer, also named Admiral Morgan Singer. He joined the Royal Navy 
in 1877 and commanded HMS Flying Fish, HMS Prometheus, HMS Andromeda, HMS Roxburgh, HMS Dominion and HMS Excellent. During World War 
I he was appointed Director of Naval Ordnance and Torpedoes in August 1914 until March 1917 and then was Second-in-Command of the Tenth Cruiser 
Squadron on blockade duty. After being promoted to Vice Admiral in February 1919 he was appointed Commander-in-Chief, America and West Indies 
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Station and then was later appointed Admiral Commanding Coastguards 
and Reserves in 1921. He was also appointed a member of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. On 3 March 1924 he was appointed an Admiral and 
on 1 August 1924, at his own request, he was placed on the Retired List. 
Admiral Sir Morgan Singer died on 27April 1938, aged 73, at Winchester, 
England and Lady Singer died on 23 July 1952. 


Battle of Cape Spada (sinking of Bartolomeo Colleoni) 


HMAS Sydney II, on 18 July 1940, in company with the destroyer HMS 
Havoc, responded to an enemy report from HMS Hyperion and, sailing to 
meet the British destroyers, opened fire at 20,000 yards on two pursuing 
Italian cruisers, Bartolomeo Colleoni and Giovanni Delle Bande Nere. The 
Italians returned fire, turned away and made smoke and thus the action 
became a chase. Initially hits were scored on the 'Bande Nere'. In order to 
prevent the Italians rounding Cape Spada, Captain Collins of the Sydney 
directed that fire be concentrated on Bartolomeo Colleoni. Hits were being 
registered on her, still at long range but eventually she succumbed to the 
numerous hits and lost speed. She was down in the bows and on fire and so 
was left by Sydney for the destroyers to finish her off. 


Sydney then pursued 'Bande Nere' but could not keep apace with the faster 
Italian cruiser and, with her ammunition virtually expended, abandoned 
the chase when the enemy was no longer visible. During the action, Sydney 
sustained only one hit, to her forward funnel, which did not affect her 
performance. 


The attack group of six ships returned to Alexandria around 11:00 on 20 July 
after fending off several air attacks, one of which damaged HMS Havock, and 
were met by cheering from all ships in the harbour. For his actions, Captain 
Collins was appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath, while other 
officers and sailors from the Sydney received three Distinguished Service 
Orders, a Distinguished Service Cross (Lt-Cdr M.M.Singer), six Distinguished 
Service Medals, and twelve Mentions in Despatches and Sydney was awarded 
the battle honour 'Spada 1940'. 


Sydney returned to Australia in February 1941 to wide public acclaim for 
her Mediterranean campaign. She was met by the Governor-General and 
the Minister for the Navy, the Honourable William Hughes. The Premier of 
NSW and the City of Sydney Lord Mayor went on board and presented a 
plaque to the ship to commemorate the victory over the Bartolomeo Colleoni 
on behalf of the citizens of Sydney. The plaque was composed of two large 
cast medallions mounted on oak and was affixed to the gun housing of 'Y' 
turret below the sighting ports. Capt Collins then led a march of the ship's 
company through the streets of Sydney to the Town Hall for a civic reception. 
Thousands lined the route and school children were given the day off school 
so they too could join in the celebrations. 


Loss of HMAS Sydney II in the Indian Ocean with all hands on board. 


On 19 November 1941 HMAS Sydney encountered a merchant ship which 
turned out to be the German auxiliary cruiser Kormoran in disguise. A 
fierce battle ensued. The Sydney was last seen by the German crew limping 
off into the distance. A fire on board was visible on the horizon and finally 
she disappeared, believed sunk with all officers and crew on board. The 
severely disabled Kormoran was scuttled. It was not until 2008 that the 
wreck of the Sydney and the Kormoran were found about 21km apart in 
the Indian Ocean and about 2,500 metres below sea level. On discovery, 
both wrecks were placed under the protection of the Historic Shipwrecks 
Act 1976 and they were also placed on the Australian National Heritage 
List on 14 March 2011.

(Note that this award is recorded in the book of LS&GCMs and MSMs 
to Australia 1897-1985 by Robert Dalton as being an award of a 
Commonwealth of Australia Meritorious Service Medal.) 


State Meritorious Service Medals were discontinued in March 1902 when 
they were replaced by the Commonwealth of Australia Meritorious Service 
Medal. There are no recorded Tasmania Meritorious Service Medals and 
the assumption must be that when WO James Chisholm was awarded his 
Commonwealth of Australia Meritorious Service Medal that the medal 
naming section has picked up an unissued Tasmania medal, which looks 
almost identical to the Commonwealth issue and have impressed it for issue 
to Warrant Officer J.Chisholm. This is reinforced by the fact that the medal 
has the naming impressed, as with many Commonwealth of Australia issues, 
instead of the normal engraved naming on State issues.

In The Mercury, Hobart, Tasmania on Monday 10 November 1902, page 5 
was published the following report:- 'Well-earned Compliments. - Letters and 
personal congratulations have been received by Warrant Officer J.Chisholm, 
Hobart, on the notification of General Order No.205 of "Commonwealth 
of Australia Gazette", 31st October, 1902, of his having been awarded the 
medal for meritorious service, he having served for 42 years in the Defence 
Forces of Tasmania. He joined the 3rd Volunteer Rifle Company as Armourer 
Sergeant on June 7, 1860, and continued as a non-commissioned officer for 
that very long period, and retired as Ordnance Store-keeper on September 
1, 1902." 


J.Chisholm was a gun maker prior to 1860. In 1903, after his retirement from 
the Defence Force, he was a government appointed Inspector of Magazines 
and Explosives. The Meritorious Service Medal was presented to him at 
the King Edward VII Birthday Celebrations on 9 November 1903 when he 
was the first one called up by His Excellency the Governor of Tasmania Sir 
Arthur Havelock GCSI, GCMG, GCIE who observed that the recipient had 
served for 43 years with credit and satisfaction to everyone. He then pinned 
the medal on retired Warrant Officer James Chisholm and complimented 
him on his service. 


In November 1904 when Warrant Officer James Chisholm was presented 
with his Long Service and Good Conduct Medal it was reported that he had 
served not less than 18 years with an irreproachable character. He had joined 
the Tasmanian Volunteer Forces on 7 June 1860, was appointed to Permanent 
Forces as armourer-sergeant on 1 January 1865, master gunner 1 June 1872, 
and served as military storekeeper from 1 July 1886 to 31 August 1902, and 
as at the time of the presentation he was in the employment of the Tasmanian 
Government as magazine keeper and inspector of explosives. 


It was reported in the Daily Post, Hobart on Friday 29 October 1909, page 
7, that 'the Premier moved the second reading of the James Chisholm Pension 
Bill. He explained that James Chisholm, who retired from his position in 
the public service on December 29, 1908, had rendered long and faithful 
service since June, 1860. He had held the following positions at various 
periods:-Armorer (sic) in the defence force, armorer (sic)-sergeant, Southern 
Division of Volunteer Force; master gunner and sergeant-in-charge of powder 
magazine, Hobart; military storekeeper, military and magazine Storekeeper 
and inspector of explosives; inspector of explosives and of magazines, 
and magazine keeper for the Southern District. The Bill proposed to grant 
Mr. Chisholm an annual pension of £60 payable monthly, dating from 
July 1 last, and in case of his death during the currency of any month the 
Governor could direct payment to be made to his personal representatives 
of a proportionate part of the pension up to the day of his death." (after 
much debate, and with strong opposition from the Labour Party, the Bill 
was defeated by 2 votes). 


A befitting civilian award was presented to James Chisholm by the Hobart 
Regatta Association in January 1907 in the form of a small gold trophy 
bearing on one side the model of a howitzer and the words 'Hobart Regatta 
Association', the trophy was encircled with oak leaves and on the reverse 
side was the legend 'Presented to Mr James Chisholm, in recognition of 43 
years' service as gunner, 1863-1906'. For the whole 43 years, the work of 
firing the howitzers for starting of races had been performed by Gunner 
James Chisholm un until 1906 when he had to relinquish the duty due to 
ill-health. 


The Mercury, Hobart, Thursday 29 September 1910, page 5 printed the 
following account of his death. 
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'Mr. James Chisholm, formerly senior ordnance officer al Hobart, died 
yesterday of pneumonia, being in the 79th year of his age. The deceased was 
a son of Mr. James William Chisholm, armourer, Edinburgh Castle. His father 
being transferred to the Royal Scots, the deceased accompanied his parents 
in their journeyings to Canada and the West Indies, afterwards returning lo 
London. He attended Sunday-school in the Duke of Kent's Palace. 


In August, 1852, he landed in Hobart, and for eight years was in the employ 
of Mr. McConnel, gun maker. In 1860 he volunteered as armourer to the 3rd 
Rifles, and subsequently filled a similar position in the Buckingham Rifles. 
He next became Government armourer, and was ultimately promoted to 
the rank of master gunner and ordnance storekeeper, a position which he 
held for 32 years. In 1901 he was transferred to the Commonwealth forces 
as senior ordnance officer. He received a medal for meritorious service, and 
another for long service and good conduct. Having reached the age limit, 
he retired on September 1, 1902, receiving a retiring allowance. He then 
took up the position of magazine keeper and inspector of explosives under 
the State Government. 


The deceased leaves a widow and a large family. For several decades he 
held the position of secretary to the Tasmanian Union Masonic Lodge, and 
some years ago was made a life member, in recognition of long and faithful 
service. He was a well-known figure in the community, and the news of his 
death will be received with regret.' 


In another report in the Tasmanian News, Wednesday 28 September 1910 
it was stated in part as follows. 


'For many years he superintended the firing of the regatta guns, and 
on his retirement his services were fittingly recognised by the Regatta 
Association, which made him a handsome and appropriate presentation. 
He was a capable officer, and bore an excellent record. When the Russian 
war scare led to the formation of a defence force in Hobart in the middle 
of the seventies (i.e.1870s), Mr. Chisholm gave great assistance in drilling 
the Artillery branch, which was then under the command of Captain (now 
- Lieutenant-Colonel) Evans.

Robert George Tubman, born 1871 at Beaumont, NZ was educated at 
Beaumont School and then trained as a pupil-teacher at Mornington 
School in Dunedin. He studied at Dunedin Training College and then was 
a relieving teacher at various schools before being appointed head master 
at Moeraki School in 1890. He got married about this time but his wife, 
Elizabeth Josephine Tubman (nee Culling), died a year later at age 22. While 
at Moeraki he joined the North Otago Mounted Rifles and then in 1895 
left Moeraki and began studies at the University of Otago while working as 
fourth assistant at George Street School. 


Robert Tubman joined the 4th Contingent NZMR in 1900 and was appointed 
Lieutenant. He served with the NZ Rough Riders in the 4th Contingent and 
on his return to NZ he decided to rejoin for service in South Africa again 
as he liked the climate there so he joined the 7th Contingent and served 
with the Mounted Rifles as a Captain. He successfully completed a special 
mission to bring a train from Capetown to Johannesburg and this success 
and his attention to detail impressed General Garratt who then appointed 
Tubman as Provost-Marshall to his column. Unfortunately he contracted 
enteric fever and died at Heilbron on 11 April 1902 and is one of four New 
Zealanders buried at the Heilbron Cemetery. When his death was announced 
in Dunedin, the flags on George Street School were flown at half mast. He 
had died just 5 months after his 14-year old sister, Lottie, who died on 19 
December 1901. They are commemorated on the family grave marker in 
Dunedin's Northern Cemetery.

Sir George Charles Thomas Steward KBE, CMG was born on 18 March 
1865 at St George in East London, England. He married Edith Jermyn on 
27 December 1885 and they migrated to Tasmania in 1892. The marriage 
failed and in 1894 his wife and two young children returned to England. 
Steward worked with the colony's civil service as a clerk in the Railway 
Department in 1892, chief clerk and accountant in the Education Department 
in 1893, secretary to the premier and clerk of the Executive Council in 
1894 and in 1896 was under secretary for Tasmania. He was also chief 
inspector of explosives, supervisor of totalizers and Hobart town clerk for 
a short time. 


Upon Federation in January 1901 he transferred to the Commonwealth 
Department of External Affairs becoming chief clerk. In December 1902 
he became official secretary to the governor-general, Lord Tennyson, and 
secretary to the Executive Council. For the next seventeen years, except 
for a brief period when he was Victorian land tax commissioner, he was 
the official secretary to five governor-generals. He was appointed CMG in 
1909 and KBE in 1918. 


George Steward was also a citizen soldier, claiming to have joined the Royal 
Engineers in 1882 and served as a special duty officer. He was commissioned 
a lieutenant in the Tasmanian Auxiliary Forces in March 1898 and he raised 
and commanded the Tasmanian Mounted Infantry and was appointed captain 
in March 1900. He joined the 10th Light Horse in 1905 and as a Major 
from 1908-12 he served in the Australian Intelligence Corps. In 1915-19 
he was in command of 50th Infantry (St Kilda) Regiment and promoted to 
honorary lieutenant-colonel in 1917. 


In 1916 he also founded and was head of the Counter Espionage Bureau, 
Australia's first secret service. Then in 1919 he was appointed chief 
commissioner of Victoria Police, the first non-police officer appointed since 
1858. Unfortunately, while driving his car on 11 May 1920, he had a heart 
attack and died. He was buried at St Kilda Cemetery, Victoria.

"Walker, K.T.S. (Commander, 1828. f-p., 16; h-p., 30.) 


William Walker (a) entered the Navy, 1 May, 1801, as L.M., on board the 
Imp tueux 74, Capt. Sir Edw. Pellew, under whom he was for about 11 
months employed off Rochefort. Joining next, 3 Feb. 1803, the Amphion 
32, Capt. Thos. Masterman Hardy, he sailed in that frigate with the flag 
of Lord Nelson for the Mediterranean; where, in July of the same year, he 
followed the hero into the Victory 100. In Dec. 1804, at which period he 
had been serving for six months with Capt. Hon. Geo. Elliot, still in the 
Mediterranean, on board the Maidstone 32, he removed to the Jason 32, 
Capts. Wm. Burgundy Champain and Thos. John Cochrane, and sailed 
for the West Indies. He there, 27 Jan. 1807, assisted as Master's Mate at 
the capture, off the coast of Surinam, of La Favorite French national ship, 
mounting 16 long sixes and 13 12-pounder carronades, with a complement 
of 150 men; and he contributed, in the boats, to the capture of a letter-of- 
marque of 9 guns and 35 men, and of four Spanish vessels under a heavy fire 
from the batteries of Puerto Rico. Returning to England in the summer of 
1807 he joined in succession in the course of that and the following year the 
Ville de Paris 110 and Caledonia 120, each bearing the flag of Lord Gambier; 
and, as Acting-Lieutenant, the Triumph 74, Capt. Sir T. M. Hardy. A few 
weeks after he had returned to the Caledonia he was nominated, 20 Feb. 
1809, Sub-Lieutenant of the Martial gun-brig, Lieut.-Commanders Joseph 
Marrett and Joshua Kneeshaw; in which vessel, it appears, he witnessed 
the destruction of the French shipping in Aix Roads and accompanied the 
expedition to the Walcheren. He was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 1 
Aug. 1811, nearly seven months after he had left the Martial; and he was 
subsequently appointed - 23 Dec. 1811, to the Royal Sovereign 100, Capts. 
Wm. Bedford and Jas. Bisset, in the Channel - 15 Dec. 1813, to the Saturn 
56, Capt. Jas. Nash, on the North American station, whence he returned 
in Nov. 1814 - 18 May, 1821, to the Windsor Castle 74, Capt. Chas. 
Dashwood, employed, until 1825, at Plymouth and on the coast of Portugal 
- and 16 March and 26 June, 1827, to the Royal Charlotte and William and 
Mary yachts, both commanded by Capt. John Chambers White. Since his 
promotion to the rank of Commander, which took place 25 Aug. 1828, he 
has been on half-pay. 


In commemoration of John VI of Portugal having taken shelter on board the 
Windsor Castle off Lisbon after the temporary occupation in May, 1824, 
Commander Walker, who was then First-Lieutenant, was by his Majesty 
created, in common with the other officers of the ship, a Knight of the Order 
of the Tower and Sword. He married, 2 Sept. 1830, Caroline, third daughter 
of Wm. Winchester, Esq., of Stoke, niece of Alderman Winchester, M.P., of 
Hawkhurst, and sister-in-law of Commander Rich. Douglas, R.N.'

George Shaw Knowles was born at Toowong, Brisbane, Queensland on 14 
March 1880. He completed his schooling in Queensland and then joined 
the Queensland Public Service. After a few years he decided to attend 
university and applied for a position with the Commonwealth Audit Office 
in Melbourne, Victoria. He married Eleanor L. Bennett on 10 November 
1908 in Brisbane and by then George had obtained a Law Degree. He moved 
forward to work in the Attorney-General's Department. He occupied many 
important government positions and was on various government committees 
and when he transferred to Canberra he built an impressive house as a 
family home and named it Ellanshaw. In February 1932 he was appointed 
Solicitor-General. He had been awarded an OBE in 1920, a CBE in 1927 
and in 1939 was created a Knight Bachelor. In 1946 Sir George Knowles 
was appointed Australia's first High Commissioner to South Africa, dying 
there at Pretoria on 22 November 1947. 


The above is a brief summation. Accompanying the lot is a comprehensive 
history of Sir George Shaw Knowles CBE and his family.

William Noah Hedges, originally baptised Noah William Hedges, was born in Hertfordshire, England on 16 July 1856. In 1878 he migrated to Australia 
where he worked as a contractor in stone quarries. Later he contracted as a builder and building repairer in Mount Barker, South Australia where he served on 
the Mount Barker District Council and Road Board. On 4 April 1884 he married Elizabeth Paterson at Wistow and they had three sons and three daughters. 
After several years of building wharves and other works for railways and ports he moved to Western Australia in 1893 where he once again was involved in 
public works before acquiring a large share in a timber and firewood company of which he became managing director. He also acquired farming properties 
including Koolberrin near Narembeen and a farm in South Australia near Lake Alexandrina. 


In 1897 Hedges constructed the Karalee rock catchment and reservoir. This was the fourth largest of the railway catchment reservoirs and was used by the 
goldfields steam trains between Southern Cross and Coolgardie. It held 48.3 million litres of water in an earth dam and was used by steam locomotives until 1953 
when diesel locomotives were introduced. In 1999 this area was vested in the National Trust (WA) and is an attraction for visitors, picnickers and campers. 


Also, there is a railway siding named Hedges Siding. Located on the cross country line from Merredin to Narrogin via Kondinin, situated between Narembeen 
and South Kumminin it was originally called Koolberrin after Hedges farm a few miles west of the railway line. This farm was about 22,000 acres at its 
peak. As well as producing wheat and running sheep, Hedges also used the farm to produce chaff for feeding his horses used on the WA Goldfields Firewood 
Supply Company woodline. 


In 1904 Hedges made an unsuccessful attempt to enter parliament contesting the Legislative Assembly seat of Yilgarn running as a Ministerial Party candidate. 
This loss did not deter him and in 1906 running as a candidate for the Western Australian Party he won the seat of Fremantle in the House of Representatives. 
He retained this seat in 1910 as a representative of the newly formed Commonwealth Liberal Party but lost it in 1913 to Labor's Reginald Burchell. There is a 
printed version of one of his speeches made during parliamentary debates on 21 November 1912 on the subject of supply (Kalgoorlie to Port Augusta Railway). 
It was published in book format by the Government Printer, Melbourne. Following the death of John Forrest in 1918 Hedges made two unsuccessful attempts 
in 1918 and again in 1919 to win Forrest's federal seat of Swan as a Nationalist candidate. When Burchell retired in 1922 Hedges tried to regain the seat of 
Fremantle that he had held until 1913 but failed. In that same year his wife died. Thereafter he began to commute regularly to South Australia and Victoria. 


In 1922 Hedges authored a book titled, 'A practical scheme for land settlement in Western Australia’ which was published by R S Sampson in Perth. In 1923 
he built the homestead, Highland Valley, in the southwest of Western Australia. The property unique in its style was the hub of the 4,916 hectare property 
with extensive landscaping and gardens and one of the finest lawn tennis courts in the southwest. Hedges was appointed President of the Western Australian 
Employers Federation in 1929 and at one time was also President of the Central Council of Employers of Australia. William Noah Hedges died in a private 
hospital in Claremont on 21 November 1935 and is buried at Karrakatta Cemetery. Representatives of almost every commercial, professional and administrative 
activity including many prominent political figures in Western Australia attended his funeral.

The emperor Jahangir struck a remarkable series of figural type rupees and 
mohurs, unprecedented for a Muslim prince. Besides extremely rare portrait 
pieces, he instituted a series of Zodiacal types, each one to be struck in the 
corresponding month. The obverse dies were reused from year to year, new 
dated reverses being produced for each subsequent issue. Wheras mohurs 
were issued for every month, only five types of Zodiacal rupees were issued at 
Ahmadabad mint, a selected few similar types were struck at Agra, Fathpur 
and Kashmir mints all are rarer than the Ahmadabad issues. In addition, 
special specimen strikes were apparently produced for important visitors to 
the Mogul court, each receiving a coin with his Zodiac symbol.

A most interesting coin as this tetradrachm coin type was treasured by several 
religious foundations in the Middle Ages as one of the actual 'Thirty Pieces' 
of silver which were accepted by Judas Iscariot for the betrayal of Christ 
(Matt XXVI, 15). In the middle ages the appearance of this coin from the 
Greek world showed, to the uninitiated, several 'proofs' of identification. The 
obverse of these coins shows a facing head of the sun god Helios surrounded 
by rays of light and to some medieval minds, this clearly was the head of 
Christ himself wearing the crown of thorns! The reverse type, a rose, was 
thought of as the rose of Sharon - symbolizing the Resurrection. The rose is 
actually the emblem of Helios and a punning allusion the the name of the 
mint, Rhodes (which is Greek for rose). These 'Judas Pennies' as they are 
sometimes called would hardly have been current in quantity in Palestine 
so long after their issue but an odd one or two might have appeared on 
the money changers tables at the time of Christ and during the following 
centuries.

The Asyut hoard is the greatest documented Archaic Greek coin hoard ever 
found and is of extreme importance. The Asyut hoard of nearly 900 silver 
coins, is a best example of the hoards consisting of coins from many mints 
buried in different regions of the Persian Empire between 500 and 480 or 465 
B.C. The history of the discovery and its scientific publication was published 
by V.C. Vecchi and Sons in London. Analysing the hoard's composition then 
indicates that the vast proportion of coins from Greek cities or Thracian tribes 
minted in Aegean Thracia with the metal from the "Pangean" silver mines 
are all collected and made their way to Egypt.

The issue is described by Spijkerman "The Coins of the Decapolis and 
Provincia Arabia" from the extensive hoard found in 1966 of similar coins 
found in the Mampsis hoard from the central Negev in Israel.

The reign of Publius Aelius Hadrianus did much to transform the Roman 
Empire from a supreme city imposing its will on subject peoples into a 
true commonwealth of nations. Hadrian was born in Rome in AD 76, the 
son of a distinguished Spanish senator and related through his mother to 
the future Emperor Trajan. As the prot g of the emperor, Hadrian seemed 
marked out for the succession, but he was not formally adopted until Trajan 
lay on his deathbed in August, AD 117. The transition proved rough, and 
four distinguished ex-consuls were summarily executed for plotting a coup. 
Relations with the Senate remained strained throughout the reign. Hadrian 
abandoned many of Trajan's over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a 
policy of peace abroad and reform at home. His building projects were 
many and long-lasting, including Hadrian's Wall in northern Britain and the 
Pantheon in Rome. Under his patronage, Roman art and sculpture reached 
its creative peak. He spent most of his 21-year reign travelling, visiting every 
province of the Roman Empire. There are two incredible travel series issues 
of coinage produced in all metals under Hadrian - one with just the name of 
the province, such as this AE as and the other also including Adventvs Avg in 
the legend. (footnote from Heritage Auctions for a similar sestertius coin).

This issue is rarely seen as an official issue, no examples noted in Coin 
Archives. Most examples known are contemporary cast Gallic imitations 
of the Rome mint issue of AD 205, with many featuring Geta on their 
obverse.

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of Julius Caesar, was raising troops in northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs Mark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Koson appears on the coin and Brutus' name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example.

A detailed thesis on the problems of fourees was produced in 2007 at 
Florida State University by Robert Conn IV "Prevalence and Profitability: 
The Counterfeit Coins of Archaic and Classical Greece".(available on 
Internet). 


Electrum coinage also experienced counterfeiting from its inception and 
Ionian cities had laws established against such practices. An inscription 
from Mytilene, IG XII.2, typically dated to the early fourth century B.C.E., 
states that Phocaea and Mytilene will take turns striking electrum coins. 
The inscription are recorded and translated by J.M. Jones in his books. The 
counterfeiting of electrum coins commenced early in the issue of hektes, 
beginning in the late 6th to early Sth century B.C. and continued, but 
with a drop in production during parts of the last half of the fifth century; 
probably due to a shift in counterfeiting the more readily accepted Athenian 
coinage. The majority of plated pieces could have come from private sources 
or areas outside of administrative control as many of the plated pieces do 
not bear an exact resemblance to official dies. But Conn also notes however 
that even more telling is the traces of electrum plating left on the plated 
pieces are of the same percentages as the official mixture, this would indicate 
that the counterfeiters either had an intricate knowledge of the mixing 
process or someone connected with the mint and they were still involved 
in counterfeiting.
